In-emergencies: choice steak or chops 
may justify. the extra expense, but for 
daily food there are no more expensive 
cuts than the tender meats. So the 
problem is whether “to depend upon 
the delicatessen, the can opener or 
the high-priced fresh meat. Why 
net pass them all up-dccasionally and 
depend upon the flavorsome cheap cut 
of beef or lamb, which may safely be 
left- to its own devices for seyéral 
hours after preliminary preparation. 
Qne may employ the familiar Dutch 
oven or other closely covered utensil,

pendable easserole in the slowest oven 
and be sure of melting tenderness and 
savory richness. 

One advantage of over cookery is 
the control of heat, and another is 
that more than one dish**may bé 
cooked at the same time. Suppose 
we try a dish of scalloped raw pota- 
toes (easily reheated for’ second serv- 
ice if any happen to be left), and | 
some’ smothered beef for the main 
part of the meal.

to be the national home for the Jew- 
ish fe te after all, of which there 
was talk in the Balfour declaration.

‘The cry 
of the Arab in August, 1929: “The 
government is on our side!” was no 
idle boast. It was the truth. British 
statesmen could not be expected to 
view the Palestine problem in its en- 
tirety.

It is important for them, as well 
as for all others, to know that a con- 
stitution for a nation or-a state is a 
plan of government structure. It is 
not a schedule of specifications and 
bill of materials. 

For instance, the constitutiom of the 
United States provides that— 

“The congress shall have power: 
To lay and collect taxes, duties, im- 
posts and excises, to pay the debts 
and provide for the common defense 


‘and general welfare of the United 


States.” 

It does not go into detail as to how 
the taxes and other levies shall be 
Jaid, on what, and how much,_—nor 
does it try to catalogue the things to 
be deemed for the “general welfare?’ 

All those incidéntals are left to the 
judgment of the congress, the demands 
of the people, and the emergencies 
that from time to time must be met 
in order to secure the general wel- 
fare. The constitution-makers trust- 
ed those details to the interest, wis- 
dom and honésty of a congress elected 
by the people. 

. * * 
We Do Not Trust Ourselves. 

Here in Georgia our constitution- 
makers in 1877 could not well trust 
the people to do their le@slating out- 
side of certain closely specified limits, 
Then the electorate contained too 
many heterogeneous’ elements that 
were ignorant, corruptible and _ un- 
trustworthy for sane and safe polit- 
ical action. . 

Now the Georgia elecorate is purged 
very largely of such @lements. A 
man or woman to become a registered 
voter must possess certain trustworthy 
qualifications. 

Therefore it will be perfectly safe 
now, as human conduct goes normal- 


ly, to cut out of the constitution most 
of the restrictions and prohibitions 
that were wise and prudent in 1877. 

What we need now is a legislature 
that.‘is unhandcuffed, and free to do 
by law whatever its majority judg- 
ment decides ig best for the general 
welfare of the people. : 

. 


Some of Our Rank Defects. | 

I think it is a confounged miser- 
able shame to us that our degislature 
could not vote a single white dime 
to put the statues of Alexander Ste- 
phens and Crawford W. Long, our, most 
famous Georgians, in the statuary hall 
of the national capitol. 

It cannot vote a nickel to 
statue of General Robert Toombs in 
tthe state capitol, or on the capitol 
grounds. And that blank space in 
our history is a disgraceful one,

orable, 

We can’t even show GeorgiA re-

new, plain, short constitution.

One that will confine legislation to 
statewide affairs of public welfare and 
send back to the counties and char- 
tered towns their local legislation to 
be enacted when and as they will. 

One that will require the legislature 
in about 50 words to equalize taxation 
so that all who benefit by government 
shall pay the cost of the government. 

One that will prohibit any exemp- 
tions for personal and political ad- 
vantages and make exemptions that 
will attract capital and industries to 


enrich the state. ‘

How to Get What We Need. 

The general assembly is empowered 
now to provide for a constitutional 
convention by its own act and with- 
out referring the matter to a vote of 
the people. 

The convention of 1877 came _s0 
near to being defeated by the activi- 
ties of men, ypwho were profiteering 
under the radical constitution of 1868, 
that Toombs and his wise colleagues 
provided in the present constitution 
that another convention should be or- 
dered. “by the general assembly.” 
There is no. constitutional althority 
vested in the general assembly to re- 
few that question to the people. 

And after a new constitution is 
made the convention can put it into 
effect without a ratification by the 
people. The convention is “the people 
in action.”

08S FROM SELLING 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—(4)—The 
selling encountered on the advance of 
late last month in the cotton market 
here, continued with the more active 
months selling about 75 to 81 points 
below the recent high levels fore 
the end of the week. March con- 
tracts which had sold at 11.94 or ap- 
proximately the 12-cent level op Octo- 
ber 28 broke to 11.16 on Thursday. 

Offerings then subsided and there 
were moderate rallies on covering 
during today's trading. A good part 
of the week's ness has been -at- 
tributed to evening up of accounts 
- which included considerable liquida- 
tion of December contracts. Much of 
the latter was in the way of switch- 
ing from near to late months which 
led to some widening of differences 
between the various positions. This 
combined with the unsettled ruling of 
the stock market, no doubt contribut- 
ed to the decline, and while -trade 
buying was reported, it appeared to 
be largely on scale down orders. 


The private crop reports which were 
published in advance of the govern- 


ment report scheduled for Saturday | 
morning, appeared to attract very lit- ; 


tle comment. The figures on the in- 
dicated yield ranged from 13,761,000 
up to 14,766,000 bales and averaged 
14,398,000 compared with an _aver- 
age of the same reports a month ago 
of 14,192,000 bales ginned prior* to 
November 1, and averaged about 11,- 
000,000 bales. ‘ 

The trade seemed to expect com- 
paratively little change in the gov- 
ernment report but to be looking for 
a slight increase if anything as the 
average of crop guesses by 8 mem- 
bers of the exchange showed a crop 
expectation of 14,570,000 bales com- 
pared with the government’s October 
1 forecast of 14,486,000 bales. 

Reports of progress in the develop- 
ment of plans for the curtailment of 
acreage campaign in the south, may 
have had a sustaining influence in 
the market but evidently failed to 
materially stimulate demand and many 
think the actual acreage next spring 
will depend to a considerable extent 
on the further course of prices. Re- 
ports from the domestic goods mar- 
ket have indicated some slackening of 
business following recent large pur- 
chases which may have been partly 
due to the reactionary action of raw 
material, but without any weakening 
of prices for leading lines. The vol- 
ume of business here was probably 
curtailed to some extent by the local 
holiday of Tuesday and a disposition 
to even up accounts pending the gov- 
ernment report,

Supply and Demand Can’t 
Help Without Organiza- 
tion, Says Stone.

TIFTON? Ga., Nov. 7.—(@)— 
James ©. Stone, tobacco member of 
the federal farm board, told a gath- 
ering of approximately 500 leaf grow- 
ers, county agents and others here 
Friday that under the present sales 
system the law of supply and demand 
cannot help the farmer, as the manu- 
facturer can prevent it operating to 
the benefit of the grower. 

He declared that the only way for 
the grower to get “‘justice is through 
intelligent organization.” 

The speaker said the gluts on the 
Georgia market were due to the 30- 
day selling period in this state and 
it was described as neither ‘‘sensible, 
practical nor economical.” 

Mr.” Stone reviewed the history of 
the tobacco industry for the last 30 
years and give his experience in Ken- 
tucky. He said the most important 
step after production is selling and 
the purpose of a co-operative is “not 
to bring high prices but to stabilize 
prices.” 

“The longer the price of tobacco 
fluctuates the grower will be look- 
ing for a way out,” he said, “and 
the trouble is with the _ selling 
method.” 

_He pointed out that the prices of 
cigarets had remained the same since 
1918 and said that fluctuations in 
the price of cigarets such as had 
taken place in the price of leaf would 
have bankrupted the manufacturers. 

Mr. Stone said that the federal 
farm board will aid a tobaceo co- 
operative in Georgia and would fur- 
nish men to start it off right. He 
warned against organization to fight 
the manufacturers, 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, also delivered an address. Sev- 
eral others talked. 

When asked for an expression on 
whether to continue the work of or- 
ganizing a co-operative, the growers 
voted almost unanimously in favor 
of continuing the task, thete being

The McLeans were married in Den- 
ver in 1907, and separated in June, 
1929. the suit disclosed. McLean went 
to Palm Beach and later to Los An- 
celes and various resort places since, 
aud is now living at his town house 
here, it was stated. 

The McLeans for many years have 
heen among the few dominating the 
society of the national capital. Their 
parties were famous for magnificence. 

Mre. MeLean’s ownership of the fa- 
mous Hope diamond, reputed to have 
brought death and. ill-luck to scores 
of persons in the British empire be- 
fore she got if, caused many of her 
friends to urge her to get rid of it. 
She retained it even after the first- 
born son, Ned. met a tragic death 
under automobile wheels, despite nu- 
merous guards and attendants, “It 
can bring me no greater disaster,’ 
whe said.
